Status of Application, Amendments and/or Claims 

The amendment filed 31 October 2007 has been entered in full. Claims 3, 4, 14- 
21 are canceled. Claims 1 , 2, 5-1 3 and 22 are under examination. 

Withdrawn Objections And/Or Rejections 

The rejection to claims 1, 2, 5-13 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as set 
forth at page 3 of the previous Office Action (02 August 2007), is withdrawn in view of 
the amendment (31 October 2007). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 7 remains objected to because the instant claim appears to read on the 
same scope as claim 1 . Both claim 1 and 7 read on a nucleic acid construct. Claim 7 
does not add any additional structural or functional limitations to claim 1, as the 
limitations recited in claim 7 do not necessarily define a vector. The basis for this 
rejection is set forth at page 4 of the previous Office Action (02 August 2007).
